Province could provide research leadership

people in a certain town, any half-decent marketing firm could round it 
p for you. In a couple of days, you'd have a report telling you what 
nd of beer the people of Smalltown Alberta drink, what jeans they 
ear, how Many suits they own and what brand of bread they prefer. 
But no one could give you an accurate picture of their health status 
a what influences their well-being.

]t’s an alarming scenario. If you've got a high rate of lung cancer in one 
palth region and there’s a hazardous waste plant located there, it’s easy 
point a finger at industry. But there’s no evidence connecting that 
oke stack to the cancer rate. That, finally, is beginning to change. Two 
dies have made important strides in determining how healthy 
pertans are and what influences their health. Although it would require 
gnificant political and financial commitment, work on both projects 
mst move forward. } 
The first project was funded by the Alberta Heritage Foundation for 
edical Research, which equips front-line health workers with the skills 
conduct solid medical research. Graduates of the first phase of the 
ogram penned a report calling for the establishment of provincial stan- 
ds in reporting health indicators. The researchers found it’s almost 
jossible to make a comprehensive comparison of the levels of health 
ween one region and another, because different regions keep differ- 
nt statistics. Yes, there are about 20 common health indicators that all 
gions document. But if you don’t know how many people in a health 
gion smoke, how can you say a smoke stack is causing lung cancer? 
Their research is exactly what is needed by a second group, which has 
ducted a survey of human and environmental health in the province. 
he Human Health Monitoring Program was established in 1994 to try 
d connect dots between the environment and our health, linking health 
nditions to soil, water and air quality. But it seems data from environ- 
ental monitoring programs is difficult to track down. 
Members of the research team were able to get a basic snapshot of dis- 
ses and certain health conditions through billings by Alberta physi- 
ans. That information was plotted geographically. The findings are 
eresting. The reported incidence of heart defects at birth in the 
istahia Health Region (the centre of which is Grande Prairie), is twice 
high as the provincial average. One health region over, in Peace River, 
ore urinary birth defects are reported. Asthma and upper respiratory 
ections are more common in central and southern Alberta; women in 
e northwest part of the province are more likely to suffer from 
dometriosis, a condition that can cause reproductive disorders. 
But when researchers tried to create a corresponding map detailing 
formation about the environment in those areas, they hit a brick wall.

The bar owners were going to 
discuss “everything from drink 
prices to drink specials, to get 
away from the cutthroat prices 
that are going on,” said Drew 
Weinstein, general manager of The 
Zone, a downtown nightclub. “But 
it wasn’t so much about price fix- 
ing, it was what should we do 
about prices . . . should they go 
up? Should they go down? Should 
they stay the same?” 

Weinstein said the discussion 
wouldn't have been held as any 
sort of backlash against con- 
sumers, though. 

“But ‘okay Edmonton, you've 
been spoiled long enough, now 
you're going to take it up the ass?” 
No. That’s not it. It wasn’t (going 
to be) like that.” 

Asked about the legality of com- 
petitors agreeing on set product 
prices, Weinstein said: “there's 
nothing illegal about doing busi- 
ness.” 

In fact, the practice of competi- 
tors meeting to set prices falls 
under the federal Competition Act, 
which legislates against price fix- 
ing. 

Jim Walker, an assistant deputy 
commissioner of competition with 
the federal Competition Bureau, 
said bar owners in another city 
were investigated for the same 
thing last year. 

“The bar owners were informed 
about the nature of the act and 
decided to limit their conversation 
about that,” Walker said.

The man 
behind SFX Entertainment is 
power broker Robert Sillerman, an 
entertainment-biz wizard who 
started SFX Broadcasting in 1992 
and amassed a fortune’s worth of 
radio stations.

The 
announcement of Bradley Moss’ appointment as artistic 
director of Theatre Network brings those same exaltations to 
the company and Edmonton's theatre community 

Moss does not wax quite as poetic about the turn of events 
“It's exciting, but scary too.” he says. “It’s one thing to be on 
the outside looking in and another to be wearing the shoes.” 

With Theatre Network's season finale, High Life by Lee 
MacDougall, Moss gets to spread his wings as director 

“I haven't seen a play like this in five years. It's a real 
actors’ ensemble piece about four guys and their bonds of 
friendship.” 

High Life won a Dora Mavor Moore Award as Best New 
Play and was nominated for a Governor General's Literary 
Award in 1997. It follows the misadventures of four small- 
time criminals who plan on making the Big Score. 

“It’s an extreme world about the best and worst in our- 
selves. It’s also incredibly funny. I laughed my butt off when I 
read the script.” 

For those who know Moss, a black Tarantino/Mamet-like 
comedy that focuses on four drug-addicted criminals is de 
rigueur. And the cast appears nothing short of stellar, with 
Greg Lawson as Dick, the cool, scheming ringleader, Lome 
Cardinal as Bug, a dangerous offender just off a seven-year 
stretch, Ron Jenkins as Donnie, the brains of the outfit and 
Kevin Kruchkywich as Billy, a scam artist with a habit

Generation Arts Festival for Theatre Network, and spent the 
last year as interim artistic director. (Now Glenda Stirling 
takes over as NeXtFest director.) 

An anglophone from Québec, Moss graduated from 
Bishop’s University and headed to Vancouver, where he 
directed Waiting for Godot, Provincetown Playhouse and 
Texas Boy. In 1992 he entered the University of Alberta’s 
master of fine arts program, in directing. Since then he co- 
wrote and directed Stretch at Calgary's High Performance 
Rodeo, directed Tony and Tina’s Wedding, Hit the Road to 
Dreamland and directed and dramaturged Woody. 

“I like the dark gritty stuff that lives in the land of realism 
and has something to say,” said Moss, 34. “But I’m also 
attracted to poetic, lyrical, image-based work like Dylan 
Thomas’ Under Milk Wood.” (which he directed during his 
masters).

Buds untold, flowers bloom and artists ereate at EAG

hen it comes to the arrival of 
Wyevens into our Northern 

Alberta reality, the creative 
collection of artists and administra- 
tors at the Edmonton Art Gallery is 
no different than many of the rest 
of us; for them, it’s time to think 
about gardens, nature and the 
emergence of all things green. 

The EAG’s most recent collec- 
tion of exhibitions explores the 
broad theme of the natural world, 
says Catherine Crowston, the 
gallery's senior curator. 

“Tt all started with the desire to 
celebrate spring, nature and gar- 
dens and the role of human interac-

tion in the natural world,” said 
Crowston, who, to that end, has 
assembled a group of artists and 
artwork exploring myriad represen- 
tations of nature. These tour-de 
force shows open officially on 
Friday, April 16, and will be on dis- 
play until early June. 

In the series, eight major instaila- 
tions explore all aspects of the nat 
ural world — from an actual garden 
to be built in early May on the porti- 
co of the gallery by Vancouver 
artist Mike MacDonald, to the intel- 
lectually-electrifying work of 
Trevor Gould (Posing for the 
Public), whose massive installation 
seeks to deconstruct the role of 
natural history and natural muse- 
ums in our view of nature 

Touring the gallery (even in the 
state of chaos associated with the 
days leading up to the mounting of 
a major show), one cannot help but 
be blown away by both the scope 
of the various installations and the 
truly innovative approaches taken 
by the artists. Some elements are 
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Computer Graphics 
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Instruction by ~ 
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Current equipment software 

Financial aid may be

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very intellectual and demanding, 
others very playful and interactive, 
and still others resonate with pro- 
found spiritual overtones. 

One installation deconstructs the 
semiotics of messages sent via the 
gift of flowers by juxtaposing a 
huge wall of cut blooms with sur- 
prising messages (“not in this life- 
time,” “I'm a bottom,” “let's do cof 
fee,” and “eat me”). Another articu 
lates the landscapes of asbestos 
mines with those of traditional 
urban garden-parks in a series of 
gorgeous black and white prints. 

Many invite the viewer physically 
into the installations in a significant 
fashion. Sylvie Blocher implores 
gallery visitors to stand on a lush 
square of carpet and view shots of 
classical gardens. The aforemen- 
tioned MacDonald, meanwhile, 
invites viewers to sit on brightly- 
colored rocking chairs and view his 
short, silent video called The Tears 
of a Butterfly, which explores the 
emergence of a monarch butterfly 
from its chrysalis

MacDonald wants to reach his 
audience in a non-traditional man- 
ner; hence, the rocking chairs. 

“People become very aware of 
their bodies watching this video 
and I didn’t want them fidgeting on 
benches or hard chairs.

Cookies Fortune a perfect film treat

Mov- 
ing Pictures began six years ago by 
touring to three cities in B.C. and 
first hooked up with Metro Cinema 
in 1997. This year, variations on

into the cinemas,” added Bill 
Evans, executive director of the 
Metro. That’s why he welcomes

The kids come over — good, 
old-fashioned, dope-smoking, Pil- 
drinking, quiet-talking Canadian 
suburban kids.

Burns lets them do it, too 
He just holds the camera still, nei- 
ther getting overly romantic nor 
sloshing irony and cheap gags 
around. Because he knows the 
interesting stuff is all there in how 
people interact with one another. 

“I was quite interested in that 
whole group mentality, the idea of 
followers and leaders and how 
even kids with the best intentions, 
the best upbringing . . . are not 
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necessarily the ones who are run- 
ning the show, right? The person 
the group follows is not always a 
legitimate leader. They could be 
the worst person to follow, but 
they happen to be the one who’s 
the best looking or the kid who’s 
got the car, or the one with the 
strongest personality.” 

When Burns cuts to the adults, 
it’s obvious some never make any 
such realization. As they complain 
about their stupid kids and how 
the little punks have resisted their 
best efforts at raising them right, 
they remain oblivious to the fact 
their children are mirror images of 
their petty, squabbling, insecure 
little selves (minus, of course, the 
20 or 30 years worth of bile).

ost men would love it if their 

wives or girlfriends came 

home from work every night 
with three or four porn videos to 
watch. For Victoria Montbriand’s 
husband, though, it just means his 
wife’s bringing her work home 
with her again. 

He was more enthusiastic when 
Montbriand first started her own 
Montreal-based adult movie distri- 
bution company. Distribution 
S.E.L., in 1996. Now, when she 
comes home with videos to screen 
to decide whether her company 
should carry them, Montbriand’s 
husband usually says, “see ya. I'll 
be at my computer. Call me when 
you're done.” 

“I don’t think it’s much fun to 
watch adult movies with me when 
I'm screening,” says the vivacious 
and extremely articulate Mont- 
briand. “I’ve got the remote control 
and, more often than not, I'm 
pressing the fast forward button.” 
(I dunno — sounds pretty much 
like the way I watch porn videos 
most of the time.) 

So what is she looking for when 
she screens? 

“Evidence of a budget,” says 
Montbriand. “Nice settings and a 
storyline. All my clients tell me 
their customers want storylines.” 

Her clients are many of the same 
video stores she dealt with when 
she first got into the movie busi 
ness 14 years ago. Only then, she 
was selling Forrest Gump instead 
of Forest Hump. See, back then,

she was working for a “regular” 
film distribution company that 
sold Paramount and Warner Bros. 
tapes to video stores. 

Montbriand eventually decided 
to embark on her own venture by 
opening Distribution S.E.L. And 
she’s loving it. She describes her- 
self as a sort of one-stop shopping 
outlet for video stores looking to 
stock their adult-film shelves, 
offering eight different genres of 
porn for them to choose from 
(The genre Montbriand likes the 
least is something called Gonzo — 
videos like Hustler's 31 Girl Pick 
Up, for example, that definitely do 
not have a storyline and are basi- 
cally just a bunch of hardcore sex 
scenes strung together.) 

S.E.L. carries both European 
and American videos. The big dif- 
ference, Montbriand says, is the 
women in European porn are usu- 
ally rounder, more natural-looking 
and hairier, while women in 
American porn usually have fake 
boobs and are almost always 





shaven and model-thin. Cum shots, 


while popular in all adult movies 
are even more prevalent in Euro 
pean porn, she adds. 

“I think they’re more comfort 


able with messy sex,” she laughs 
They're especially big on cum 
shots to the face, she adds. “It’s a 
guy thing. I think it’s something 
they might not be able to get away 
with with their wife or partner. 

Montbriand says porn has 
changed a lot since she started. 
“The quality has gotten better, 
mostly because more and more 
women are renting and watching it 
with their partners. Women and 
couples are more selective and 
they want ‘storylines.”” 

She puts storylines in quotations 
because she admits she’s not 
exactly talking Titanic-sized bud- 
gets. Still, instead of stuff done for 
$2,000 in a hotel room with a towel 
over the lamp for mood lighting, 
we're seeing a lot more tapes made 
for as much as $50,000. “You see 
scenery, you see love stories, you 
see the foreplay that comes before 
the action. That has changed 
tremendously, especially in the 
last three years.” 

And, thank God, the men have 
gotten better looking too. I can’t 
stand to watch some porn 'cause 
the guys are just so butt ugly. 

It’s true, Montbriand admits, but 
it’s hard to find guys to act in porn 
“They can't fake it. So finding guys 
who can perform in front of a cam- 
era is tough enough, finding good- 
looking ones is even harder.” 

The sheer volume of videos 
being produced has also increased 
tremendously in the last few years 
according to Montbriand. “I put 


out 20 new titles a month and 

there are at least 12 distributors in 
Québec alone. It makes it tough on 
the customer to choose,” she says. 

I certainly can relate to that feel- 
ing when I'm standing in front of a 
wall of boobs and butts trying to 
figure out what the hell to rent. I 
mean, it’s hard enough for some 
women to even go through those 
silly saloon doors at the back of 
video stores, let alone pick some- 
thing. And the boxes don’t help. 
Half the time the cover images 
have nothing to do with what's on 
the video itself. The box may look 
great but then you get it home and 
the film’s a real dud. 

Montbriand says this has im- 
proved. “Distributors and clients 
got fed up and now you won't find 
ascene on the box that isn’t in the 
video.” But you'll still see air- 
brushed, glossy images on the 
cover that don’t always reflect the 
quality of the video. “You're 
absolutely right,” Montbriand 
admits. “It’s hard to tell what 
you're getting from the box.” 

So, any suggestions for the 
novice who is tempted to just grab 
a pretty box and get out of there? 

“If you don’t rent often, this is 
not an easy task,” she says. “If 
you're comfortable enough, you 
could ask someone at the counter 
to suggest a good video to rent, or 
ask them if they could tell you 
some of the titles that get rented 
more often by couples, or if they 
can maybe suggest a title with a 


storyline, if that’s what you'r 
after.” (Somehow, I doubt th 
at my local Blockbuster wou) 
up to the task.
